REMEDIES. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
fimea, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
One of the simplest remedies prescribed for 

egg-eaters 1s to make the nest as dark as 
possible, so that the birds will not be able 
to see the eggs after they are laid; and, 
secondly, to place plenty of soft hay in 
the nest so that the egg cannot be broken 
by accident, and if pecked at will sink 
into the hay. Still another plan is to pro- 
vide the nest with a false bottom, so that 
when laid the egg disappears out of reach. 
If egg-eating persists, fill the shell of an 
ordinary egg that has been emptied with a 
mixture of mustard and pepper mixed into 
a paste. If a hen eats one of these eggs 
she will scarcely eat a second, or, if a 
second, it will probably kill her taste for 
eggs for ever.

JUSTICE'S CONVICTIONS 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTIDE SULLIVAN.) 


An application was made by Mr. Micks 
(instructed. by. Messrs, Ruttledge and, Corr), 
on behalf of Michael Conway (John) and 
twelve other men, all residing at Geesala, 
County Mayo, for a conditional order. of 
certiorart to. bring into the High Court for 
the purpose of being quashed convictions 
made by William D. Coyne, District Justice, 
at Ballycroy District Coyrt on 20th inst. 

It appeared from the affidavit of Mr. Corr, 
solicitor, on which Mr. Micks moved, that 
Michael Conway (John) and the twelve other 
men been summoned for entering upon 
the several fishery, of which H. Barber and 
Son, Ltd., claimed to be lessees, in the Owen- 
more River at Ballycroy for the purpose of 
taking fish. Mr. Corr informed the District 
Justice that the alleged trespass took place 
in the tidal portion of the river, and that the 
defendants, for whom he appeared, claimed 
bona fide that they were entitled to fish for 
salmon in the tidal portion of the river, as of 
right, as members of the public. He sub- 
mitted that a bona fide question of title was 
involved in the prosecution and that the juris- 
diction of the Court was ousted. - Notwith- 
standing his cv.tention, the District Justice 
fined each of the defendants one shilling, 
plus £1 7s. costs, 

Mr, Micks said that since he received that 
affidavit he had examined the orders made by 
the District Justice, and, apart from the 
question of title, there was a ground that he 
wanted to raise, and that was that the sum- 
monses did not disclose the statute under 
which the alleged offences were committed

DUN LAOGHAIRE’S — 
WATER SUPPLY 


DUBLIN’S BREACHES OF 
AN ACT OF PARLIAMENT

There had been times when Dun Laoghaire 
residente were left, without a drop of water. 
for any purpose, said Mr. Frank 
when he resumed his address on behalf of: 
Dun Laoghaire Corporation before the Lecal 
Government (Dublin) Tribunal.in the Four" 
Courts, Dublin, yesterday. 

He had referred to the question of water 
upply on Thursday, and yesterday he 
declared that the Dun Laoghaire authorities 
would be unable to administer the Public 
Health Acts and do their duty towards the 
citizens unless they got sufficient water for 
houses, drains, sewers and streets. He nig 
that, as an outcome of the Tribunal, the law 
would be amended in order that Dun 
Laoghaire would get its rights in the matter 
of water supply. Dun haire was con- 
tributing its fair share of the charge for 
water, and, in return, asked for and expe 
proper consideration. 

Answering a question from the Chairman 
(Mr. George Gavan Duffy, K.C.), Mr. Monks 
suid that the Dublin Corporation had been 
guilty of breaches of the Waterworks Act 
in. cutting off supplies, and added that it 
was also a breach of the law for one local 
government authority to sell water at a profit 
to a neighbouring “á All these things 
had been done without the sanction oí the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
ealth. 

He submitted that the Dublin Corporation 
should be obliged to keep separate yearly 
accounts of the cost of production of Vartry. 
water; furnish the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment with these accounts and a list of the 
areas outside the city which took Vartry 
water, and furnish a statement of the gross 
valuation of all the hereditaments in the city. 

Mr. Monks submitted that a quantity of 
20 gallons per head a day was insufficient for 
domestic purposes alone outside the city, and 
that this quantity should be abolished either 
as a limit of supply or as a basis of charge.

Opening the application, Mr. Carson said 
that the tenant’s solicitors had written to 
the Land Commission intimating that they 
proposed to tender evidence to the Tribunal 
to show cause why this holding should not 
be resumed, and also to rely on the conten- 
tion that the provision of Section 31 of the 
Land Act of 1933, purporting to give power 
to the Land Commission to decide finally the 
question whether land ought or ought not to 
be resumed, were ultra vires the Constitu- 
tion of Saorstat Eireann and _ inconsistent 
with the provisions thereof, and, therefore, 
involved. The tenant’s solicitors had also 
intimated that they would contend under the 
sections of the Land Acts, 1881 to 1933, the 
Appeal Tribunal, as the successor of the 
Judicial Commissioner, was bound to hear 
the evidence of the tenant against resump- 
tion. 

These questions had, said Mr. Carson, 
already been raised and determined against 
the Land Commission by Mr. Justice Wylie, 
presiding over the Appeal Tribunal in Potter- 
ton’s case. The Land Commission appealed 
to the Supreme Court, but the question of 
the construction of the Land Acts and the 
constitutional question had been left unde- 
cided, because the Supreme Court dismissed 
the appeal on other grounds without going 
into these questions. The Land Commission 
now made the same submission before the 
Appeal Tribunal as had been made in Potter- 
ton’s case, with the view of taking the matter 
to the Supreme Court should the decision of 


i the Tribunal be against him. 


Mr. Carson added that the tenant’s solici- 
tors had also intimated that they would raise 
the question about the- status of the Appeal 
Tribunal itself on the ground that such a 
Tribunal was a breach of the Constitution 
and ultra viree. 

Mr. Michael Binchy. K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Little and Cullen), for the tenant, 
said that, of course, he coul4 not raise the

On the Souther coast is Waterfora City, 
the leading seaport of this district, At the 
mouth of the harbour lie Dunmore East and 
ty e West--quiet little holiday places. If 

fhe livelier is wanted, there is Tramore, 
poor ans. miles from Waterford, with a long 
stretch of sandy beach and all the attractions 
of an wup-t6-date’ seaside resort. -‘Tramore 
Races, incidentally, are among the most 
popular events in the Irish sporting calendar. 
Dungarvan, the second town of County 
Waterford, is a particularly healthy spot, 
situated between the mountains and the sea, 
at the mouth of the Colligan. It is a 
picturesque old-world town, with portions of 


Howth a Leddind s fh a ‘Dublin, 


the sea-front that bring to mind Quiller 
Couch’s Troy Town. A few miles from Dun. 
garvan, beautifully situated upon the Black- 
water, is Cappoquin, three miles from the 
lamous monastery of Mount Melleray, which 
lies on the southern slopes of the Knockmeal- 
down Mountains. Ardmore, over the hills 
from Dungarvan, fourteen miles south west, is 
charmingly situated on Ardmore Bay. It is 
a very restful Spot, of considerable historical 
interest, and contains the grave of St 
Declans. . 


CORK AND KERRY 


Munster’s capital, Cork, apart from its own 
indisputable attractions, is a splendid centre, 
from which one can make a whole series of 
tours through strikingly beautiful country. 
One trip of which some people never tire is 
that down Cork Harbour to the charming 


Peel Castle, Isle of Man. 


> 


Only seven miles from ee as one goes 
South there is Dun Laoghaire, which is 
crowded with visitors at the moment. The 
Borough Council has made the front very 
attractive with “fairy ” lights, rock gardens 
and baskets of flowers; seats and shelters are 
plentiful on the front ; bands play on the 
pier; there is good bathing, and there are 
many beauty spots in the vicinity. 

A few miles further south is a resort which 
is very popular with cross-Channel visitors— 
Bray. Hhere, and at Greystones just around 
the headland, are entrances to the ‘‘ Garden 
of Ireland ’ "the Vales of Avoca, Clara and 
Glenmalure, and, of course, Glendalough. 
Bray. Here, and. at Greystones, just around 
south, made ideal centres for tourists who 
wish to see some of the most beautiful 
scenery in Ireland, 

Down at Courtown Harbour there is none 
of the sophistication of the ultra- modern sea- 
side resort; it is ideal for those who seek 
a quiet, restful holiday, with excellent 
bathing. 


WEXFORD AND 
WATERFORD 
Wexford and Enniscorthy are both rich in 
historical associations, while Rosslare, six 
miles from Wexford town, affords the visitor 


little village of Crosshaven. Cove, also on 
Cork Harbour, is the port of embarkation 
and disembarkation for Atlantic liners. It 
possesses a very fine Cathedral, and is placed 
in a very picturesque setting. 

Five miles north of Cork lies Blarney 
Castle, famed in song and story. :Overlook- 
ing a wide inlet of the Atlantic is Bally- 
cotton, while other favoured resorts along 
the coast of Cork include Kinsale, Youghal, 
Garretistown Strand, Courtmacsherry (with 
its lovely back round .of woods), Clonakilty, 
Glandore, Skibbereen, Schull and Bantry 
(an excellent touring headquarters). 

From Cork to Glengariff there are two 
routes—via Bantry and via Macroom, the 
first along the coast and the other taking 
one farther inland. Glengariff possesses a 
harbour in which a fleet of warships could 
—and often did—anchor in perfect safety. 
Shorewards majestic mountains sweep up, and 
the beauty of the place has won tributes from 
many writers, including Kipling § and 
Thackeray. 

Killarney lies thirty miles beyond Glen- 
gariff, and the drive there gre the tourist 
a comprehensive view of wild Kerry valleys 
and bare brown hills until Kenmare is 
reached, and the landscape mellows through 
Windy Gap, and so to Muckross village and 
Killarney. Tourist literature is always full 
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Llandudno from the Great Orme.

LIMERICK AND CLARE 


In no case should Kerry be left behind 
without a visit to Parknasilla, one of- the 
most charming and most un¢omventional of 
all seaside resorts. Kenmare, too, is worthy 
of consideration,«and so is Dingle, and, in 
North Kerry, Ballybunion, where the Shan- 
non meets the Atlantic” Ocean, “and a fine 
stretch of sandy beach stretches away to high 
cliffs in the distance. 

Northwards the route lies through the his- 
troic County and City of Limerick to County 
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Clare, where there is a very fine spa at 
Lisdoonvarna, Kilkee, facing the Atlantic, 
is considered one of the finest natural water- 
ing-places in Ireland, while Lahinch, on 
Liscannor Bay, also affords safe bathing and 
one of the finest golf courses in the country. 

County Galway, like so many other Irish 
counties. offers a fine variety of scenery to 
the tourist. Of the seaside resorts, two of 
the best-known are Clifden and Salthill— 
the former is the “ capital’’ of Connemara, 
and overlooks the harbour of Ardbear. Ren- 
vyle and Leenane are two other seaboard 
places which fascinate many Irish people 
besides those who come from other coun- 
tries. 


THE NORTH-WEST 


From Connemara an excursion should be 
made into Mayo, to Achill, through Delphi 
and Louisburgh. For a gay and healthful 
holiday the seaside resorts of Sligo offer ex- 
cellent facilities. Enniscrone, on the shores 
of Qillala Bay, has a fine stretch of sandy 
beach and a pleasant nine-hole golf course 
on the sand-hills. Rosses Point, five miles 
west of Sligo town, has an exceptionally fine 
golf course, and there is a three-mile stretch 
of bathing beach beneath the cliffs on the 
westward side of the village. Strandhill 
also affords good safe bathing. 

Further north is Donegal, with Bundoran, 
one of our- leading resorts for a gay, healthy 
holiday. Other charming places in that 
county are Killybegs, Ardara, Gweedore, 
Rosapenna (on the peninsula of Rosguill), 
Portsalon and Buncrana. 

The many and-varied attractions of the six 
counties of Northern Ireland will be dealt 
with by another writer, but on the way back 
to Dublin one should not forget the pleasant 
little holiday places one finds in Louth and 
North County Dublin, including the ‘‘ home 
favourites,’ Laytown and Bettystown, 


Skerries, Malahide, and Howth. 
ACROSS THE WATER 


For those who wish to go out of Ireland 
there are Great Britain and the Isle of Man. 
Or a cruise, and there are plenty of cruises 
this season, Any travel agent will supply 
enough literature about cruises to provide 
reading matter for a week. 

There are regular steamship and aeroplane 
services to the Isle of Man, where so many 
Irish people like to spend their summer holli- 
days. There is no doubt that in places such 
as Douglas one can get a great variety of 
amusement, as well as healthy recreation. 
At the same time it is one of the beauties 
of the island that, it is quite easy to slip 
away from the bustle of the crowd to the 
quiet of the countryside, 

If crossing to England there is a choice 
of several routes, and, of course, an infinite 
variety of places to visit, A number of Irish 
people have been finding holidays along the 
North Wales coast very convenient and very 
enjoyable of recent years. Wales is within 
easy reach of Dublin, and from Bangor to 
Chester one finds nearly a dozen resorts, all 
of which offer excellent’ facilities to the holi- 
day-maker. Some of the best-known include 
Llandudno, Conway, on the western side of 
the isthmus on which Llandudno is situated, 
and Colwyn Bay on the other side, while’ on 
the way to Chester there are Rhyl and 
Prestatyn. 

All these places have a variety of attrac- 
tions to offer and besides good bathing, they 
are backed up with the charming scenery 
of the Welsh hills. 

If the annual holiday is over, or is not due 
until ter, one can always spend the August 
Bank Holiday week-end happily at one of the 
many resorts within easy reach, Railway 
and shipping eompanies are offering a 
namber of excursions, and details of these 
can be obtained from their offices or from the 
tourist agencies,

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Northern Ireland is now a great holiday 
play-centre for thousands of Visitors from 
Great Britain and the Irish Free State. Each 
year it is Et in popularity, and now 
rivals the Isle of Man in the affections of 
visitors and in the facilities which it affords 
for holiday recreation and enjoyment. 

Last week thousands oí visitors from Scot- 
land came during the ‘‘ Glasgow Fair ”' holi- 
days—fourteen steamers arriving during the 
week-end—and all the holiday resorts from 


Portrush, in North Antrim, to Newcastle, 
County Down, including Bangor and Donagha- 
dee, resounded with the Scots accent, Most 
of the Scots folk have returned home, and 
next week there will be an English invasion 
during theAugust Bank Holiday period. 

Northern Ireland is also a popular holiday 
centre for Free State visitors, and the book- 
ings from the South in the hotels and 
boarding-houses exceed those of previous 
years. There is still, however, plenty of 
accommodation in Portrush, Portstewart, 
Ballycastle, Larne, Banyor, Donaghadee, 
Newcastle, Warrenpoint and Rostrevor. The 
North extends a cordial welcome to visitors 
from the South to share equally with those 
from Great Britain its varied attractions, to 
tour its beautiful glens and its picturesque 
roads, to see its golden sands, its lakes and 
isles and silver streams; to learn something 
of its people and their history; its antiquities 
and its folk-lore, and to enjoy its golf links 
and recreation centres. 

Those who have not visited the North and 
got to know intrmately the people and their 
eutlook have only a one-sided notion of 
Ireland; and that is a defect im practical 
education which should be speédily eliminated. 
There is no better way to overcome this 
defect than a care-free vacation spent in the 
North. And what a wonderful list of attrac- 
tions it has to offer the ‘visitor! 


LURE OF PORTRUSH 


Portrush, the most Northerly of the sea- 
side resorts, has an appeal all its own. Built 
upon a promontory which runs about three- 
quarters of a mile into the Atlantic it 
has the advantage of three sea fronts and 
bracing ozone-laden air With its rich yel- 
low sands, its coastline of beetling cliffs, 
its contiguity to the romantic Giant’s Cause- 
way, its splendid hotels and private resi- 
dential accommodation, modern shops, classic

golf links (three of them), Portrush is in a 
class by itself. 

It has been called the Brighton of Ireland, 
but shingly Brighton cannot boast of golden 
sands, romantic cliffs in fantastic shapes to 
justify the titles of “The Lion’s Paw,” 

The Giant’s Head” and the “ Wishing 
Arch,” or a world’s wonder in the Giant's 
Causeway at its threshold. The latter is 
a miracle in stone. ! 

De. De Witte Talmage described the 
Causeway as “‘one of the strangest places on 
earth. The rocks are cut as by mathemati- 
cal calculation. A man is a fool who can 
look at those rocks and not realise that the 
world had a design and a designer.”’ Guides 
point out that of this ‘perfect honeycomb 
mass of 40,000 basaltic columns there are 


country lanes.”’ 


Causeway, 


The air of Portrush is a 
natural tonic, while the town can be made 
the centre for touring a wide area in North 
Antrim and North Derry, including Port- 
stewart, Castlerock, Ballycastle, and explor- 
ing the country as far as Londonderry. 

Motorists from the Free State can use 
Portrush as a starting point for visiting the 
Donegal Highlands, or if they go east they 
can traverse the famous Antrim coast road, 
thirty miles of sheer delight, of which it has 
been written by the late Lord Northcliffe, a 
famous traveller, “ One of the finest roads 
in the world, second only to the Grand 
Corniche,.”’ 


Recreation Grounds, Portrush. 


Portstewart, almost adjoining Portrush, 
has a personality of iis own, and offers a 
wide range of attractions to visitors. Jt is 
situated in a beautiful bay, at one end of its 
sweeping semi-circle is the old harbour, with 
its boats and yachts, and at the other 
the gaunt castle of the O’Haras. It has 
still “its air of comfort and neatness,’’ which 
Thackeray noted when he visited there 
and saw ‘‘demure heads in crimped caps 
peeping over the blinds’’ at him as he 
walked the beach. On this same beach 
Charles Lever walked each morning before 
taking up his duties as doctor at the district 
dispensary, and at his window overlooking 
the sea he wrote “ Harry Lorrequer,’’ con- 
sidered by many the best of his famous 
novels, 


GOLF AND ANGLING 


Castlerock, to the west of Portrush, is a 
pleasant watering place. It has one of the 
finest natural golf courses in Ulster, and 
nearby is the eight-mile stretch of Magilligan 
sand, where motor cycle races are held. The 
River Bann, which flows into the sea near 

Castlerock can always be relied upon to give 
‘i angler a good harvest of salmon and 
trout. 

Ballycastle, 
North ‘coast 


which forms the fourth of the 
quartet of beautiful seaside 
resorts, is further to the east of Portrush. 
It has a wide semi-circular bay, lying under 
the shadow of Fair Head, with a beantiful 
strand, famous tennis courts and’a golf links. 
In the distance is Rathlin, an isle of romance, 
where once Robert Bruce lay watching the 
spider that decided his fate.

Yet Bangor has every modern facility 
and attraction for the most fastidious holt 
iav-seeket olf. tennis. bowls, bathing, 
yachting, fishing, motor boats, modern 
cinemas, including one of the largest in Ire 
land, fun cities, dancing, and a great vanety 
of ipo amusements, concert parties, and a 
Little Theatre. 

Bangor is distinctly a play-centre, catering 
for amusement and health, while those who 
desire a less strenuous holiday can find it in 
Pickie Park or at Ballyholme Park, or in 
country walks of great variety. 

Bangor is only twelve miles from Belfast, 
so visitors are close to city shops, theatres. 
and .picture-houses, and, wet or fine, they 
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played over the course of the Bangor Golf 
Club and the Municipal course at Carnalea, 
the first municipal course in Ireland, with 
wonderful views across Belfast, Lough and 
the North Channel to the Scotch coast, he 
éan run over to Donaghadee, where there 
is a splendid course with little or no 

“rough. ' 

Other courses in the vicinity are Helen’s 
Bay, Royal Belfast (Craigavad), Scrabo, Car- 
lig, and further afield there is Cloughey, 
with its course of singular attractiveness. 


SOUTH DOWN 


In the southern part of County Down 


na ture is found in her grardest mood. The 
Kingdom of Mourne, “where the moun- 
tains sweep down to the sea,” as described 
in Perey French’s delightful song, stretches 
from Newcastle in the East to Warrenpoint 
in the west. Newcastle is one of the love 
liest spots’ in Ireland. 

The towering Slieve Donard, monarch of 
the mountain range, stands on guard over 
Newcastle, while the entire district is one 
of charm and attractiveness. It is rich in 
historical associations, The town of New- 
castle derives its name from a castle erected 
by a chieftain of the Clan M‘Ginnis near the 
mouth of the Shimna, River. The castle has 
long since disappeared, but the Shimna flows 
on. Upon its banks there is now a public 
park, with tennis courts, putting greens and 
a miniature golf course. 

Such is the march of time. Newcastle has 
become in recent years a seaside resort ol 
the first rank, with a modenmn bathing pool, 
electric light and three beautiful esplanades. 
[tas championship golf course, which attracts 
visitors ivom all parts of Great Britain, is 
one of the outstanding courses in Ireland. 
There is also a smaller Jadies’ course. Young 
and old can find much to delight the eye in 
Newcastle. The young have the games ‘and 
sea and pool bathing, while the elders can 
sit on the sand dunes and feast the eye on 
some of the most enchanting scenery in 
Ireland, acrots Dundrum Bay to the Mourne 
Mountains, with a distant view of the Isle 
of Man. 

It is only a matter of time until Newcastle 
becomes as popular with cross-Channel 
visitors as Portrush or Bangor; in the mean- 
time visitors from all parts of Ireland are 
not neglecting its charms, 


MOTORING COUNTRY 


Warrenpoint and Rostrevor, at the other 
ei\tremity of the Mourne Mountain range, 
uliso have been richly endowed by nature. 
Thackeray described this area as a ‘‘ world’s 
wonder,” and compared the view over Car- 
lingford Lough with the Bay of Naples, 
There are certainly few more pleasant sights 
than a view of Carlingford Lough from War. 
renpoint, with Rostrevor nestling under the 
wooded hill on the left, and across the Lough 
the towering Carlingford Mountains. War- 
renpoint has golf, tennis, swimming ponds, 
4 pleasant public park, and all the usual at- 
tractions of a holiday resort. 

Motorists will find this whole district worth 
exploring. For twenty-six miles, rarely los- 
ing sight of the Irish sea, the road from 
Newcastle to Warrenpoint and Rostrevor 
winds along the mountain side. The passes 
through a pretty villages of Annalong, near 
the Silent Valley, from which Belfast draws 
most of its water " supply, and the flourishing 
town of Kilkeel, with its excellent fishing 
harbour, and past Killowen, from which a 
former Lord Chief Justice of England, Lord 
Russell of Killowen, took his title He was 
a native of thig village. 


FOR ANTIQUARIANS

for exploration. The many places worthy of 
iis Interest include Shane’s Castle, on Lough 
Neagh; Dunluce Castle, near Portrush; the 
Norman Castle at Carrickfergus, now a 
museum open to visitors; historic Benburb 
(Co. [yrone), with its memories of Owen Roe 
O’Neill; the ancient town of Emania, near 
Armagh

St. James and Spain 


The troubles of Spain these days render 
any reference to St. James ‘appropriate. 
‘To-day, July 25th, is the festival of St. 
James the Great, Spain's patron saint, 
after whom the famous Spanish Order of 
‘Knighthood—Santiago de © Espado—is 
mamed. St. James the, Great is held in 
extraordinary veneration by Spaniards. 
There is a legend which holds that James 
first preached the Gospel in Spain, then 
returned to Palestine, where he became 
the first Bishop of Jerusalem. While 
preaching from the summit of the temple 
there he was flung over the battlements by 
the Jews and killed. But the Spaniards 
who followed him to Jerusalem recovered 
his remains. 
that during the ninth century, at the 
Battle of Clavigo, when the Spaniards were 
attacked by the Moors, St. James appeared 
at the head of the former seated on a white 
charger, and that he led the Spaniards to 
victory over their assailants. In any case, 
Gibbon has referred to this miraculous 
intervention of the saint when he speaks 
of “' the great metqmorphosis of the 
Apostle James from the peaceful fisherman 
of the Lake of Gennasareth, who became 
the valiant knight charging at the head of 
the Spanish Chivalry at the battle against 
the Moors.’’ The veneration of St. James 
of Compastello, as he was afterwards 
known, had a definite effect upon Europe 
in the Middle Ages, when the cult brought 
people of many lands to his shrine. 


Ghe Clinical Thermometer 


It is difficult to credit that the short 
clinical thermometer, which is one of the 
most familiar of the doctor’s instruments, 
is the invention of a man who was born 
a hundred years ago, and who lived until 
so recently as 1925. This was the famous 
physician, Sir Thomas Clifford Allbutt, 
who was born in Dewsbury on 20th July, 
1836. The centenary of his birth is being 
celebrated this week in the Dewsbury 
Parish Church, in which his father was 
vicar, and the ceremony is being attended 
by civic dignitaries, as well as by repre- 
sentatives of Leeds University and the 
British Medical Association. In 1892 Sir 
Clifford Allbutt left a medical practice in 
Leeds to become Professor of Physics at 
Cambridge, and fifteen years later he was 
knighted by King Edward VII. He was 
vice-president of the Royal Society from 
1914 to 1916, and was one of the most 
prominent members of the medical pro- 
fession for more than half a century, His 
widow is still living—at the age of nearly 
90 years—and is taking a great interest 
in the centenary celebrations. His closest 
friend, Sir James Crichton-Browne, who 
is almost a centenarian himself, is also 
taking a keen interest in the celebrations, 
and is likely to be present. All Yorkshire 
is making the most of the event. 


Gaelic Goes to Woolworths 


Yesterday I bought a coat-hanger at 
Woolworths and found that the German 
manufacturer had printed on it, first in 
Irish, and then in English, ‘‘ Made in 
Germany ’’—1i.¢., “An Ghearmáin tir a 
dhéanta,’’ I don’t know vet whether to be 
pleased at the subtle compliment or to 
feel that this is like a too-tactful host 
hiding a smile at the foibles of an eccen- 
tric guest. For, note, not merely the 
courteous recognition of our bi-lingualitv, 
but the care taken to employ severely 
classical Irish—not like the slipshod and 
completely ungrammatical form with 
which we are more familiar—i.e. Déanta- 
an J’irinn, whose shocking Irish gives the 
lie to the zeal we profess. (This official 
form means simply, “Jt is in Ireland 
now, having been made ’’—déanta is. of 
course, the past participle—so that if it 
had been manufactured in Timbuctoo it 
could still ba Déanta in Eirinn!) As 
against that, the Teuton’s accuracy is 
almost a slap in the face! Anyway, I 
am cynical about it all. I might pretend 
Irish had come out of the nursery and 
was gone shopping—but I know that not 
one. per cent. of the shoppers could trans- 
late, literally, the iscription on my coat- 
rack. When I hear small boys in Dublin 
fighting in Irish, with a glib Gaelic form 
of “ You big stiff,” or “ Oh, yeah?’’— 
then. and not til] then, let the epitaph of 
the English tongue be written in Ireland. 


Gighteenth Century Dublin 


I have been reading interesting passages 
in a book published in Edinburgh and 
Lendon 130 years ago by a travelling com- 
mentator in Ireland entitled “ The 
Traveller’s Guide Through Ireland.” He 
writes of Dublin’s debt to the town- 
planners of the eighteenth century, 
and says that many of the buildings 
of the city were crowded together 
with such irregularity in narrow Janes 
that they were “by no means con- 
spicuous for beauty and cleanliness,” 
These were chiefly the old buildings, he 
says, however, which, by the Act of Parlia- 
ment in 1774 for widening, and that in 
1785 for paving, cleansing and lighting the 
city, were greatly improved. The numerous 
streets and squares which were added 
(during the later years of the eighteenth 
century) to the city he describes as 
“ broad, magnificent and spacious, the 
buildings regular and commodious.” As 
a consequence of the rapid expansion of 
the city, and its rise in prosperity, he notes 
that the “ mansions of nobles are now the

habitation of gentry, replaced in their 
station by trildahinen whose sorry huts 
are now obliterated as. a nuisance and 
disgrace.” Marking stages of develop- 
ment, he writes: “The ancient city in 
1610, marked by Trinity College as its 
boundary on the east, James’s Gate on the 
west, by St. Patrick’s Cathedral on the 
south, and Cuckow lane on the north, was 
adorned by. no public square, except 
College Green, ana the streets were narrow 
and crowded. In 1763 the city had more 
than doubled its extent; an Stephen’s 
Green and Rutland square were built. 
Stephen's Green is one mile in circum- 
ference, and said to be the largest square 
in Europe. The buildings are sumptuous 
and elegant, but all of different architec- 
ture, size and form: a want of uniformity 


which is by ne means — . The 
a ch from the river to uas sguare 
is by Sackville, one oí the noblest streets 
in Kurope, being 120 feet wide.” 
The south of the square, he notes, fronting 
Sackville street, was occupied by the 
Lying-in Hospital—‘‘ a neat, commodious 
edifice.’’ 


Che “ Circular” 


Opening his remarks on the archi- 
tectural development of Dublin, the writer 

ints out that, if one or two streets and 
anes be se the city was formerly 
confined ot the south side of the river, 
and that in 1610 it did not exceed “ one 
Irish mile in circumference.’’ From that 
period until the time of his book (1806) 
it had gradually extended on both sides, 
including many surrounding villages 
‘“‘once very remote.’’ Glassmanogue, 
Manor-street (then called Stony-batter) 
and Grange-gorman (I give his spellings) 
were formerly ‘‘ distant villages,’’ which 
in the progress of the city’s increase had 
heen united to it. The circumference of 
Dublin in the early nineteenth century he 
gives as “ above ten miles, varying to an 
irregular oval form.” “A road called the 
Circular,’’ he writes, “ is carried around 
the greater part of the city, but includes 
upon the north and south-west a con- 
siderable portion of gardens and orchards, 
The river is crossed by seven elegant 
bridges, and is embanked from the one 
extremity of the city to another by com- 
modious quays. Capacious docks also 
present every accommodation totrade. The 
river is only navigable for lighters and 
other craft, as the mouth of the bay is 
almost crossed by two sandbanks, which 
are impassable at low water, and re only 
covered by 17 feet water at full tide. 
Large ships moor without the bar. where 
there are good roads, and convey their 
ladings by smaller craft to the different 
quays,”* 


Street Cries 


I suppose motor transport and increased 
shopping facilities have combined to put 
out of business the itinerant vendors who 
used to proclaim their wares in city 
streets. In London suburban districts 
they still survive, throngh the introduction 
of modern methods, although it seems a 
little incongruous to hear the hawker’s 
ery coming from the driving seat of a 
motor van.. In the busy shopping centres 
also many hawkers continue to offer 
ingenious toys of various kinds at the 
street corners in spite of competition by 
shop-keepers, who find the sale of 
novelties a profitable business. But in 
Dublin, which used to support more 
travelling hawkers than any other city 
of its size, I only know of three who still 
cry their wares through the streets, the 
knife and scissors grinder, the lavender 
man, and the purveyor of gaily-coloured 
toy balloons and rattles. Miss Peter, in 
her “Dublin Fragments,’’ enumerates 
others whose distinctive cries rang through 
the city forty years ago, the chair-mender. 
the muffin man, ‘the honey man, the 
cockle woman, the strawberry girl, and 
the travelling sweep. There are still, of 
course, the raucous cries of the newsboys. 
more prevalent in Dublin perhaps than 
in any other city. In London newspaper 
vendors are discouraged from shouting 
their wares, except on special occasions, 
but if you happen to patronise a par- 
ticular one, he will invariably tell you 
what won the 3.30, as if it were your, and 
his, supreme interest in life. 


An Old Dublin Castle 


One of the most interesting ruins in the 
neighbourhood of Dublin is Baldongan 
Castle, situated upon an eminence which 
apparently marked the site of an ancient 
rath, about two miles from Skerries. Its 
early history seems to be lost in antiquity, 
but it is known to have belonged to the 
Barnewalls, then to the De Berminghams 
in the sixteenth century, and later to the 
Howth family, from whom it passed again 
to the Barnewalls. The castle was held 
by the Confederates of the Pale against 
the Parliamentary Forces in 1642. but 
was reduced by cannon, and the whole 
garrison, about two hundred, put to the 
sword. It is also said to have been bom- 
barded by Cromwell from the sea, but 
this is hardly credible. As far as can be 
judged from the present condition of the 
ruins, the buildings consisted of an exten- 
sive castle and church, enclosed in as 
courtyard flanked by four square towers. 
The chief part of the structure now 
remaining is the great tower of the 
church, 70 feet high. which has an arched 
doorway leading to the battlements.

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INVENTOR OF THE 
NOCTURNE 
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“ NOT A CALVINIST, 
BUT A PIANIST”:

THINK we all experience a thrill of pride 
| in looking back on that period in our 
chequered history—the latter part of the 
eighteenth ana the beginning of the nine- 
teenth centuries. It was a period most 
prolific im Trish genius —veritably another 
Golden Age in Statecraft, letters, art, drama 
and music. Burke, Sheridan, Goldsmith. 
Macklin, Maclise, mie and Wallace went 
forth to conquer. Other “‘lions,’’ such as 
Grattan, Flood and Walter Hussey Burgh 
were coutent to roar defiance in their native 
land or rend their enemies with vitriolic 
claws. 
One of the greatest of that illustrious band 
was Jolin Field of Dublin, now almost for- 
gotten in Ireland, or known only to a few 


Ío” the more enthusiastic students of music. 


Yet Field was not only hailed in every 
capital of Europe as the greatest virtuoso of 
his day en the forte-piano, but acknow- 
ledged also by the great music masters as - 
composer of incomparable genius, the in- 
ventor of the nocturne, the inspirer of 
Chopin, and the teacher of the great Glinka, 
fuunder of the Russian School of Music. 


ADMIRED BY LISZT 


Long after he had passed away these words 
cf admiration were written by old Franz 
Liszt :—** Field was the first who introduced 
a genre which traced its origin to none of the 
existing forms, a genre in which sentiment 
and song were absolutely dominant, free from 
shackles and free from the slack of an im- 
posed form. He opened the way for all 
achievements which followed under the style 
of songs without words,” 


Field was born in Golden lane, Dublin, on 
July 26th, 1782. He-awas descended from a 
family of Huguenots who fled trom Franve 
after the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, 
and who repaid the hospitality they received 
in Ireland by helping to a great extent in 
building up the prosperity which ob- 
tained in this country prior to the 
Act of Union. They introduced the 
poplin industry, which became an article 
of commerce peculiar to Ireland: established 
banking. and became altogether an honoured 
people in public and private life, readily 
assimilating with the native population. The 
name was originally '“de la Field.” but the 
prefix was dropped in course of time. 

His family had been professional musicians 
for a couple of generations. The father 
played the violin in the old Crow Street 
Theatre orchestra, and the grandfather acted 
as organist at one of the city churches, They 
a'so kept a musical academy in the house in 
Golden iane, where the organ, violin and 
piano were taught, It was naturally music, 
music all the way with young John, and he. 
at very early age, displayed rare ability on 
the piano and other instruments. The father 
and grandfather thereupon determined to 
make of him that most Joathsome of all 
human creatures—an “infant ” prodigy. To 
do this they had recourse to the ancient 
maxim, “Spare the rod, spoil the child,” 
and that they did not spare the rod is 
evidenced by the fact thei the poor lad ran 
away from home; but, find!»g the world still 
more cruel than the parental birch, returned, 
and determined literally to face the, music. 


HANDEL’S ACCOMPANIST 


Later we find him delighting the social 
round of Dublin as pianoforte accompanist 
at the fashionable Handel concerts in the 
historic Rotunda in the season of 1791. He 
was then only nine years old, and was wel] 
and truly upholding the family aspiration 
of being, in fact, “an infant prodigy.”’ 

Soon after this his father managed to 
secure a post in the orchestra of the Hay- 
market Theatre, London, and thither he 
took his young. son. No sooner had he 
settled down than he at once apprenticed 
John to Muzio Clementi—undoubtedly, one 
of the greatest teachers of the day, and, 
besides, a composer of great merit. For 
this apprenticeship he paid £100, proof 
enough that he had the lad’s interest at 
eg and saw visions of a great future for 
im. 

This Clementi—a great master, indeed— 
was withal one of the most avaricious and 
parsimonious of men. He at once recognised 
the genius of his poor Irish pupil, and ex- 
ploited it to the utmost. Instead of the 
position being that of teacher and pupil, it 
became that of master and workman. We 
are told that during the years 1794 to 1799 
the young apprentice was compelled to strum 
pianos ‘“‘from morning till night” in 
Clementi’s music warehouse. 

For all that, he seems to have been both 
proud and confident of the genius of his young 
pupil; for The Morning Chronicle, writing 
of a performance at the. Haymarket Theatre 
on February 7th, 1799, says:—‘‘ The chief 
source of admiration was a Concerto on the 

rand pianoforte by Master Field, a pupil of 

/lementi’s. This young gentleman, though 
only 18 years of age, has been esteemed by 
the best judges one of the finest performers 


of the Kingdom ... .’ 


EARLY FAME 


At this period he seems to have been in 
great demand, for he is announced as playing 
at Covent Garden between the acts in Mozart's 
‘*Requiem’’ and Handel’s ‘ L’ Allegro and 
J} Penseroso.’’ It was, however, with the 
playing of his own compusitions, sonatas and 
other lyrics, that his fame really began. 
The London Morning Post took him up, 
and. greater than all, his master, Clementi, 
doubtless seeing the rich harvest ahead, took 
him to Paris to start a Continental tour. 

In the French capital, in 1802, Field s per 
formances of the great fugues of Bach and 
Hande! astonished the Parisians. ‘They ex- 
tended the tour te Vienna, and in that city 
of music connoisseurs he was hailed as the 
greatest living virtuoso on the pianoforte. 
Clementi, wishing to go to St, Petersburg, 
then the golden city for all musicians, de 
sired that Field would stay m Vienna and 
study under Albrechtsberger, the renowned 
mstructor of Hummell and Beethoven, But 
no ! Field tearfully pleaded that he be 


‘allowed to go with his master to St. Peters 


burg. I'his was, perhaps, the wisest thing 
that Field did; for it was Russia that made 
this great, but weak, man. 

The avarious Clementi, on arrival in St. 
Petersburg, opened a branch musical ware- 
house, and here again poor Field was sen- 
tenced to drudgery. To strum, strum for 
customers—no doubt, the master was become 
ing a little jealous of his pupil. His parsi- 
mony went even as far as not providing poor 
Field with an overcoat against the severe 
Russian winter. 

Spohr. the celebrated German composer, 
in his autobiography, relates that he was 
much amused at the grotesque picture of 
finding the two celebrated musicians in their 
lodgings at the wash-tub, doing their own 
washing He describes Field as a pale, gaunt, 
overgrown youth, who wore ill-fitting clothes. 
and who, when he sat at the piano, “ his 
arms went bare to the elbows.’’ ‘‘ But,” he 
adds. “his dreamy, melancholy playing made 
one forget all this. When the chords were 
struck one was all ears.” 


CRESCENDO OF SUCCESS 
When Clementi was leaving Russia Field 
elected to remain on, and his concerts in 
Petersburg, Riga and Moscow, where all 
his own compositions played were maiked by 
a crescendo of success He was now a 


habits of indolence and 
carelessness. 
‘In 1816 the firat three of his celebrated 
Nocturnes appeared, and they were 
dedicated to his former master, Clementi. 
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enius. The music of Field, Hummel] and 
ssini is said to have been simply the 
rage in Russia at this period. It ‘is re- 
corded of the meeting between Hummel] 
and Field in Moscow in 1823 that Hummell, 
pretending he was a German merchant, yet 
a musical enthusiast, called on Field and 
found him engaged in giving a lesson. Hum- 
mell said he had come a long way to meet 
the celebrated composer, and begged Field 
to perform. He obliged, ahd, sitting at 
the piano, played some of his own composi- 
tions. Then, in a patronising ied 
of way, he asked his caller to play. 
Hummell treated Field’s themes in such 
a skilful, quaint and characteristic fashion 
that he at once revealed his identity. Drop 
ing his pipe, and drying his tears, he em- 
raced his fellow composer, crying: ‘* You 
are Hummell! You are Hummeill! There's 
nobody in the whole world capable of such 
inspiration.” 
_ Despite his success, the bottle and gross 
indolence continued to make inroads on 
Field. He became, in fact, so lazy that he 
gave nearly all his lessons while lying in bed 
in an adjoining chamber. He was once asked 
if he charged twenty roubles for allowing 
himself to be played to sleep. 


RUMOURED DEATH 


In 1852 it was rumoured that he was dead, 
but to prove that rumour was rather prema- 
ture he journeyed all the way to London by 
sea and performed his famous Concerto 
in E flat for the first time in 
public at a philharmonic concert. A month 
afterwards, with true fiish magnanimity, he 
sorrowfully followed the remains, as chief 
mourner, of his old master, Clementi, to 
Westminster Abbey. He had loved him, 
despite all. 

Leaving London, he once more set out for 
Paris, where he was again received with 
acclamations, playing his own concertos, 
sonatas and nocturnes. He had a brilliant 
season there, despite the fact that Chopin 
had just completed a series of concerts in 
the French capital. In fact, he and Chopin 
had very little personal sympathy, despite 
the influence which he exercised on the 
younger man. He speaks of Chopin as having 
‘sick room talents.’’ Every great composer 
of the age saw the mighty influence which 
Field exercised on the great Polish master, 
not only in the nocturne, but in the concerto 
Charles Capen, in “Famous Composers,”’ 
writes that the first movement in Field's 
Concerto A flat major was undoubtedly made 
use of by Chopin for his Concerto in F minor. 


COMPARISON WITH CHOPIN 


Regarding the Nocturnes, the famous 
Rellstab, of Berlin, wrote over his own 
signature in the ‘‘Iris’’ in 1834 the following 
most uncharitable remarks :— 

“Tf one holds Field’s charming 
romances before a distorting concave 
mirror, so that every delicate expression 
becomes coarse, one gets Chopin's work 

. We implore Mr. Chopin to return 
to nature.” 

His Parisian triumphs urged him on to 
Brussels, Marseilles, and Lyons. In Brussels 
he was announced as Chapel Master to the 
Emperor of Russia and the famous Irish 
virtuoso. “ontinuing to Geneva, he crossed 
to Milan, where his Concerto No. 7 so 
charmed the music-loving Milanese that he 
at once ordered its publication. It was roses, 
roses, all the way until Naples. At this 
city he fell seriously ill, and developed 
fistula, which was, no doubt, accelerated by 
his Bohemian habits. He underwent 
an operation in a public hospital, and 
was reduced to a pitiable condition. He 
lingered on in this state for almost nine 
months. refusing to write to his friends, 
Fortunately for him, a wealthy Russian 
family, Rachmanoff by name, visiting Naples 
about this time, got to know of his sad 
plight, and induced him to go with them 
to a health resort. From thence they took 
him to Vienna, where he became the guest 
of Karl Czerny, teacher of Franz Liszt. In 
Vienna, despite his convalescence, he gave 
three concerts, and according to Dannreuther, 
the friend and champion of Wagner, ‘‘elicited 
transports of admiration by the playing of his 
own compositions,”’ 

The Rachmanoffs took him back to 
Moscow, but he was again attacked by his 
disease of fistula. This time, despite the 
care of his many friends, the end seemed 
inevitable. Tie was completely broken and 
a dying man. 


BURIED IN MOSCOW 


Erratic to the last, when it was suggested 
to him that he might wish for spiritual 
consclation, someone asked: ' Are you a 
“athohe? No! Are you a Protestant? No ' 
Are. you a Caivimst’ No!” “Not that 
either.” said Field. "' Not a Calvinist, but a 
Pianist."” He died in Moscow in January 
1837, and over his grave stands a very fint 
inonument. erected .by his fmends.

OHN FIELD. of Dublin, is surely a 
musician whose memory should be kept 
yreen in this city. John Field was born in 
Dublin on July 26th, 1782, and died in 
Moscow on January llth, 1837. As 
pianist and composer he has been known as 
‘ Russian Field,” to distinguish him from 
Henry Field, called “ Field of Bath,” 
although it is said that there is nothing 
to explain why the two should require to 
be distinguished, John Field being so 
much the greater musician. ee 
His history, like mamy great musicians, 
is a romantic-one, full of joys and sorrows. 


As a pianist, even as a youth—pale and 
melancholy, in clothes which he had far 
outgrown—it is said that he had only to 
plae his hands on the keys for all such 
drawbacks to be at once forgotten. Both 
as a player and as a composer, Chopin, 
and with him all modern pianists, are 


much indebted to Field; for in the 
nocturnes of Chopin are reflected the 
beauties revealed in the nocturnes of 
Field, by whom they were invented. 

In this anniversary programme the 
pianoforte music of Field has been 
entrusted to Dina Copeman, who should 
prove worthy of her task. Violet G. Burne 
(soprano) is the vocal soloist, and the 
Station Orchestra will also take part. The 
programme will be presented by Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald. 

On Sunday morning there will be a relay 
of Liturgical Service, sung by the school, 


on the occasion of the tenth annual 
Solesmes Plainsong Summer School at 
Mount Anville, Dundrum, Co. Dublin. 
(Radio Athlone, 10.30.) 

The unveiling of the Canadian War 
Memorial at Vimy Ridge by His Majesty 
the King, in the presence of the President 
of the French Republic, takes place to- 
morrow afternoon, when the ceremony will 
be broadcast from Vimy. The majestic 
memorial, standing on the actual battle- 
field, has been erected to commemorate 
nearly 12,000 Canadian soldiers who were 
killed in. the Great War, and have no 
known grave.

Knowledge or Pilsener? 


“ Aldor’s 1926 ” is the first volume ol 
an annual, and contains brightly written 
chapters on twenty-six European countries, 
with a great deal of supplementary infor- 
mation. The recommended hotels’ and 
restaurants are included, not because they 
have paid for advertisements, but because 
contributors to the book have tried them 
and found them good. The approach 
throughout is human and lively. ‘‘ We 
have proceeded,’’ the editor says, “on the 
assumption that your thirst for historical 
knowledge is nothing like so great as your 
thirst for the beer of Pilsen. we will 
never call your attention to the size of a 
historical monument, but we will tell you 
the size of the tip that will earn you a 
smile from a pretty waitress in Vienna.” 
If any travel book. can be called indis- 
pensable, this has the best claim of any 
that we have yet encountered, and we 
believe that -its use will increase the 
trayeller’s pleasure and cut down ‘his ex- 
penses: The editor asks for suggestions 
and new pieces of information to be used 
in later volumes. Here are a few of the 
former. A less clumsy title should be 
adopted, the imitated pronunciations of 
the vocabularies should be given—in French 
and German at least—a less rustic appear- 
ance, and the price should be marked 
boldly on the cover. The sum demanded 
is go reasonable that it need not be hidden 
away carefully in the preface. 


Austria and Holland 


‘* Austria Invites ” is an excellent hand- 
book for travellers in what must be one 
of the pleasantest European countries, 
and, outside Vienna, one of the cheapest. 
“ Holland on Ten Pounds” is the latest 
of a new well-known series, and it is @ 
quite extraordinarily attractive work. If 
Austria is cheap, Holland is very expen- 
sive, but the ten pounds are made to do 
a lot in this book. A country in which a 
favourite drink is called a half-en-halfje 
should make an instant appeal to visitors, 
and Mr. Clark has a keen eye for all such 
agreeable features. Perhaps, most com- 
mendable of all, he gives a special 
chapter. to the inyaluable Heck, whose 
cheap and excellent restaurants are the 
salvation of discerning visitors, and he 
does not forget even the delectable 
hopjes, the sweets they make at The 
Hague, or the exciting nt eae | shops. 
No visitor to Holland should neglect this 
book on any account.

The “* Poor Old Woman” 


lf. we have any general criticism te 
offer on his method, it is to question the 
importance which he attaches to the 
earliest traceable written version in finally 
fixing the antiquity, or place of origin, of 
a folk tune. The editor is of opinion that 
the romantic conception of Ireland as a 
‘poor old woman ” is of comparatively 
recent origin and subsequent to the French 
expedition either to Bantry Bay (1796) or 
Killala (1798). He traces this idea to 
the words of the well-known song, the 
** Sean Bhean Bhocht,” which were ap- 
parently written about that time, and it 
has been found impossible to discover in 
Irish or Anglo-Irish literature any such 
allegorical conception of an earlier date. 

He is, we think, on less sure ground 
when he announces that the air of “ The 
Boyne Water” is of Scottish origin. 
Certain similarities are traced between the 
words of a Jacobite rant and the words 
eommonly ‘sung to this famous air in 
Ireland, but it is not made clear why he 
chooses to regard words which refer to 
events in 1745, or, at earliest, 1715, as 
necessarily of greater antiquity than others 
celebrating the “' glorious, pious and im- 
mortal memory ” of 1690, unless, indeed, 
he assumes that the latter were not written 
until after the formation of the Orange 
Society towards the end of the eighteenth 
century. But in this matter of respectable 
antiquity the words are probably of 
secondary importance. 


Scottish Influences 


During the eighteenth century three 
Scots—Oswald, McGibbon and Johnson— 
published collections of songs then current 
in Scotland, but in view of the close 
association of Ireland with Scotland for 
hundreds of years, and as a consequence 
of the popularity in Scotland of such 
visitors as Rory Dall O’Cahan, the County 
Derry harper, in the seventeenth century, 
it would appear reasonable to assume that 
these influences were not without their 
effect in familiarising the Scottish people 
with many airs not native to Scotland, 
but later included in the collections re- 
ferred to. 

We are far from suggesting that there 
has not been considerable interchange both 
ways, but we are of opinion that the 
Editor’s statements that the airs of the 
' Bean Bhean Bhocht ” and “ The Boyne 
Water are of Scottish origin, and 
that “it may be taken as certain

that the provenance of airs of their 
general type is Scottish,’’ should, in the 
absence of more convincing evidence, be 
accepted with reserve. Bunting’s version 
of “‘The Boyne Water ” is not the variant 
familiar in the North. THe first half of 
the second part is somewhat different, and 
it seems worthy of record that, as ren- 
dered on the Orange flute, the highest 
note of the second part (B in the key 
given) is played sharp -(C in the key 
given), and thus flagrantly out of tune. 
Whether this is due to shortcoming in 
instrument or performer it certainly pos- 
sesses the sanction of long usage. 


‘* Grouchy *” 


In 1915 Herbert Hughes published a 
Tyrone version of the well-known air 
“The Bonny Bunch of Roses” with 
English words. Bunting’s version differs

to some extent, but the words are. prac- 
tically the same, except for the inclusion 
of the last couplet: 

“ But Grouchy proved a traitor, 

So he lost the bonny bunch of roses 0! ”’ 
reminding us of the part played by this 
extraordinary man, who held high com- 
mand in the. Bantry Bay expedition in 
1796, and whose refusal to land troops 
ended a manceuvre which Napoleon after- 
wards declared would have been decisive. 
had the landing taken place, We recall 
also a ballad which was popular in the 
Southern English Counties after the close 
of the Napoleonic Wars, ¢nding with 
these lines : 

“ When Grouchy sold, for British gold, 

The field of Waterloo.”’ 

And we are left to speculate on the price 
paid to prevent the landing at Bantry 
Bay nearly twenty years before. 


Gaelic Football 


In his notes on the air Jomain na 
Boinne (the Boyne Football Match) the 
Editor expresses what the G.A.A. is likely 
to regard as the highly provocative (if not 
heretical) opinion that the game “ now 
known as Gaelic football’’ is an English 
importation and “has no Gaelic ancestry,’’ 
and he claims for hurling a remote native 
origin. While we are unwilling to antici- 
pate what is likely to be a lively contro- 
versy when the G.A.A. are made aware 
of this statement, it would appear some- 
what dogmatic to claim for any one 
country the monopoly of so natural (and 
one would imagine) so primitive an act as 


kicking a ball of some kind, were it only | 


a bondle of rags, and it is difficult to 
believe that a ball game played with the 
feet did not precede, in all countries, any 
other requiring such ancillaries as caman, 
club, stick or bat. 

In this connection the Editor mentions 
that a poem entitled ‘‘A Match at Foot- 
Ball” is to be found in the Halliday 
collection of tracts in the Royal Trish 
Academy. He states that the author’s 
name is not given, but that the initials 
M.C. are appended to the dedication. The 
author is well known. He is one Mathew 
Concanen, who was born in Ireland in 
1701, and died in London in 1749, having 
been Attorney-General in Jamaica. He was, 
in addition, the author of a comedy, “Wex- 
ford Weekes,’’ 1721; a comic opera, “ The 
Jovial Crew,” 1731, and miscellaneous 
poems, original and translated. He also 
engaged extensively in political journalism 
in England, and is referred to by Pope in 
The Duneiad : 

True to the bottom see Concanen creep, 
A cold, long-winded native of the deep.

A Post-Mortem

Is there a Corpse ? 


The Strange Death of Liberal England, By 
George Dangerfield. Constable, 12/6. 


HIS book is a brilliant post-mortem 

examination conducted in the absence 
of a corpse. Even the examiner is some- 
what vague about the whereabouts of the 
corpse, and just a little doubtful of. the 
date of death. Readers may doubt 
whether 1t has taken place at all, and if

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Danperfield, but despite his brilliant 
writing and serried array of undoubted 
the certificate of death must be 
withheld. Liberalism, in fact, is so far 
from being dead in England that it may 
be said to live to<dlay in every party in 
Great Britain. A wholesome corrective 
to the gleeful funeral oration of Mr. 
Dangerfield is to be found in Professor 
Laski’s book, containing the Donnellan 
Lectures delivered in Trinity College this 
year, ‘‘Rise of European Liberalism” ; 
and it is still much too early for any 
English writer to join with Mussolini in 
burying the ‘‘ rotting corpse of liberal 
democracy.” 

It is, of course, true that the Liberal 
Party in England is dying, and that its 
great days passed with the outbreak of 
the War. But the Liberal Party in Eng- 
land is quite a different matter from 
English Liberalism. A German observer, 
writing on the British Labour Party some 
few years ago, suggested that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald was a Tory and Mr. Baldwm 
a Laberal, with Mr. Lloyd George as a 
State Socialist , but what he found striking 
about all three was their strict adherence 
to the spirit of Liberalism. And in this 
observation Egon Wertheimer would seem 
to have been nearer to the facts than 
Mr. Dangerfield. The speeches of people 
in all English political parties nowadays 
breathe that spirit of . Liberalism which 
Mr. Dangerfield supposes to have passed 
away somewhere between the summer of 
1913 and the end of 1914. English 
Taberalism, indeed, resembles John 
Brown's body “im that “fits: soul goes 
marching on.” 


What is Dead? 

But what is dead? And when did it 
die? According to Mr. Dangerfield, the 
thing that is dead is “the true pre-War 
Liberalism—supported, as it still was in 
1910, by Free Trade, a majority in Parlia- 


ment, the ten Commandments, and the. 


illusion of progress ”; something “ which 
preys upon the independent mind ” and 
with plans which “ were not designed to 
advance the worker, but to propitiate 
him.” Free Trade has gone, the majority 


in Parliament has gone; but who is bold 
enough to say that either the illusion of 
progress or the Ten Commandments have 


gone? Dean Inge and the late Professor 
Bury hammered at the notion of progtess 
until it was merely the skeleton of an 
illusion ; but for that matter so did that 
embodiment of Liberalism, John Stuart 
Mill, when he added the “if” in his 
proviso ‘if mankind continues to im- 
prove.’ So the “illusion. of progress ’’ 
was always but an illusion; a hope of 
perfectibility tinged with pessimism in 
face of facts. In one sense all the revolts 
which Mr. Dangerfield brings forward as 
the killers of Liberalism were themselves 
manifestations of the Liberal spirit. ‘In 
Ireland, in the woman suffrage movement, 
in the uprising of organised Labour, and, 
above all, in the revolt against the oppres- 
sion of “ respectability ” and “ security,”’ 
will be found the yeasty fermentation of 
Liberal teaching. 


Suspended Animation 

And when did English. Liberalism die? 
“- Tt was killed, or killed itself, in 1913” ; 
“ Gough’s mutiny (March, 1914) was the 
precise moment of Liberal England’s 
death’’; the word finis was written to the 
great Liberal battles of the nineteenth 
century ” at Bachelor’s Walk on July 
26th, 1914. The reader may take his 


choice; but if Liberalism is dead at-all— 


which is extremely doubtful—the mortal 
wound would appear to have been inflicted 
by a bomb at Sarajevo rather than by a 
rifle-volley in Dublin. Poor old laisser- 
faire is truly dead, even in its last strong- 
hold, the United States; but even in the 
homes of autocracy to-day Liberalism stil] 
lives in a suspended animation. In Eng- 
land it would appear to flourish: there is 
still that faith in human commonsense

N the Western Isles of Scotland there 
still exists a wealth of Gaelic folk and 
love songs little known to the outside 
world. Here, untainted by a boisterous 
‘* civilisation,’’ lives move in grooves but 
little changed these centuries. In these 
isles, by the hearths of the tiny wind- 
swept crofts “ the folk of each townland 
assemble for a céilidh. Time out of mind 
so did their forebears before. A céilidh 
for tales, and a wedding or waulking for 
songs.” But the best time to hear these 
tales and songs is in the long winter 
nights, when the womenfolk are fulling 
to the sound of singinz—‘‘ for a songless 
web is unlucky.’’ Miss Murray visited 
Jonely Eriskay for its songs and folklore, 
and she reaped a rich harvest: not only 
of songs, but of the legends and strange 
fancies of the peasantry ; for in these far 
lands, '“the True Edge of the Great 
World,” as they call themselves in Gaelic, 
exists the second sight’ and the power to 
discern ‘‘the ones that are not remain- 
ing.” “For here abide not only 
croíters and fishermen: plenty, and over 
plenty for their keep, but plenty, too, of 
such as neither reap nor fish, fed on the 
vain desires of men, and shy of daylight 
mostly.”” In Father Allan, the heroic 
priest of the islands, she found a true 
friend, who opened all doors for her, and 
whose unique knowledge of his flock, and 
their Gaelic culture was placed freely et 
her disposal. Miss Murray has written 
a fine book, wherein simple cottiers, fairy- 
lore and curious music and legends blend 
to make a pattern as authentic and colour- 
ful as the rich-woven wares of the island 
looms.

achievements of the Locarno Treaty was 
the fact that it guaranteed the existing 
frontier between France and Germany, and 
incidentally ratified the arrangement in 
respect of the demilitarised zone in the 
Rhineland. Not so very long ago Herr 
Hitler himself declared that he would 
respect the Locarno Pact, since it had 
been signed voluntarily by the late Dr. 
Stresemafn; and it was regarded gener- 
ally as one of the few real bulwarks of 
The civilised world was 
when 


European peace. 
all the more shocked, 
Herr Hitler, without a word of warning, 
announced that he was about to re-occupy 
the demilitarised zone, and promptly pro- 
ceeded to translate his words into action. 
Locarno then was finished indeed. By 
Herr Hitler’s arbitrary move, in open 
violation of Germany’s pledged word, the 
whole laborious structure of the post-War 
peace plan was “ torpedoed."’ The problem 
of French security once more became a 
vital issue in continental affairs, and it 
became obvious that a completely fresh 
start must be made if Europe's peace Was 
to be preserved. 

Both Italy and Germany have shown 
complete contempt for the League of 
Nations. Germany has some sort of 
excuse in view of the fact that she ceased 
to be a member of the League some time 
ago ; but she has no excuse of any kind for 
her breach of the Locarno agreement. 
Herr Hitler and his colleagues have tried 
to justify themselves by the fantastic 
argument that Dr. Stresemann signed the 
Locarno Pact in order to secure the with- 
drawal of the allied armies of occupation 
from the Rhineland; but the fact remains 
that Germany has broken her word, and no 
amount of special pleading can change it. 
The two totalitarian States have combined 
to upset the entire equilibrium of the 
European continent. Both have adopted 
the same methods. They have gone back 
to the old theory that might is right. They 
both have armed themselves to the teeth, 
apparently in the belief that they will be 
able to bully all the other Powers into 
sullen acquiescence in their wishes; but 
they seem to have ignored the lessons of 
history. France, Great Britain and their 
friends may not be particularly strong at 
the moment—although the Maginot Line 
gives France a safeguard against attack 
that she has not enjoyed since 1870—but 
they assuredly will not allow the present 
condition of affairs to continue. Britain 
has decided to abandon her attitude of 
complacency. She is arming at an in-

councils of Europe. Russia, for so long 
an unknown quantity, has re-appeared on 
the international stage with an enormous 
army and a remarkably efficient air force ;

Those two Powers have turned the whole 
world against them. If they persist in 
their bullying tactics, the other nations 
will be forced to combine in order to meet 
their insolent challenge, and the inevitable 
outcome of such a combirration will be 
another world war. 

Why, in these circumstances, have the 
democratic Powers invited Germany and 
Italy to join them in another attempt to 
preserve the peace of Europe? Neither 
“Herr Hitler nor Signor Mussolini can be 
trusted to keep his word. The signatures 
of the two dictators are not worth the 
paper on which they are written, and the 
other Powers must’ know perfectly well 
that neither of them will have the least 
compunction in the violatidn of anye now 
pact that may be arranged, if and when he 
decides that it no longer suits his book. 
It may be argued that, in the case of Italy, 
at any rate, Signor Mussolini, having 
secured what he wanted in Abyssinia, now 
is likely to become the most law-abiding 
of despots. The tone of the Italian news” 
papers certainly suggests that he is 
anxious to be received’ back into the Euro- 
pean fold, and that’ he, for his part, is 
prepared to let bygones be bygones. Herr 
Hitler, on the other hand, has not yet 
achieved his political aims. He is only at 
the beginning of his campaign for the 
restoration of Germany’s “ rights ” “and 
it is quite possible that to-morrow, or the 
following day, he will be guilty of some 
even greater breach of faith than the 
re-introduction of compulsory military 
service or the re-occupation of the demili- 
tarised zone. In our view, the collabora- 
tion of either Italy or Germany with the 
democratic Powers will be useless. Democ- 
racy believes in collective security, 
whereas the dictators believe in nothing 
but force; and each of them will play 
nothing but his own hand. Doubtless the 
same solemn farce that has been staged so 
will be Signor 
Mussolini-and Herr Hitler graciously will 
accept the invitation of Britain, France 
and Belgium, committing themselves to 
nothing, but prating unctuously about the 
world’s peace which they have done so 
much to destroy. There will be proposals 
and counter-proposals, with all the usual 
chaffering behind the scenes, until finally 
some kind of agreement is produced with 
much ado, All the time the arsenals will 
be busy, and the General Staffs will be 
perfecting their plans.

The Bank of France 


“The economic and financial governors of 
the nation have been hereditary, oligarchic 
and of divine right.” In these terms Mr. 
Vincent-Auriol, Minister for Finance in 
M. Léon Blum’s Government, referred 
recently to the constitution of the Bank of 
Hitherto the Bank, while 
governed technically by a limited body of 
shareholders, has been administered in 


France. 


fact by a Council of Regents of fifteen 
members, wielding no less power, perhaps, 
than any other fifteen financiers on the 
face of the globe. Even by conservative 
people this method of control is regarded 
generally as an anachronism. The fifteen 
Regents, with their virtually autocratic 
power, have had a decisive influence many 
times upon French history; they can re- 
tain in office any Government of which 
they approve, and they can unseat any 
which does not suit their wishes. This is 
the formidable body upon which M. Blum 
and his Socialist colleagues have declared 
war. War was necessary; for the Bank. 
whose opposition has proved fatal to so 
many Radical Governments, hardly could 
be expected to tolerate a Socialist Adminis- 
tration, and, without its support, M. Blum 
could not hope to prosecute the costly 
schemes of social improvement which are 
of the essence of his policy. Last week, 
therefore, the Government opened its 
assault with a bill for the Bank’s reform, 
which the Chamber passed by a large 
Two days ago the bill obtained 
approval, after certain amendments had 
been made, from the Senate; and, if it is 
not already law, it will be law in a very 
time. It 
articles. The Council of Regents will be 
abolished, and its place will be taken by a 
General Council of seventeen members. 
Several of these members will be officials 
of such financial departments as the 
Crédit National, the Crédit Foncier and 
others, and will possess seats ex officio: 
others will be 
Ministries of State, and the remaining 
seats will be filled in such a way as to 
represent on the Council the various 
elements of France’s population—manu- 
facturers, farmers, consumers and trade 
unionists. The Government, through its 
representatives, will have almost complete 
control over the Bank’s policies. In a 
sentence, the Bank is destined hence- 
forward to be the servant, rather than the 
of whatever Government is in 
power. M. Blum’s bill outlines the 
functions of this new Council, one.of which 
is to establish close co-operation between 
the Bank and the Treasury, and another 
to render the French money system more | 
elastic. It remains to be seen how France 
will take to this rebuilding of an institu- 
tion which has endured for well over a 
hundred years. She will possess no longer 
the narrowest and most rigid banking 
system in the world, but one which will 
be among the broadest and most flexible. 
The immediate purpose of the change is to 
finance M. Blum’s new social policy, but 
its ultimate purpose is to pave the way for 
Socialism.

Train versus Cow 


About a hundred years have passed since 
George Stephenson, tired with answering 
foolish questions about the new-fangled 
railway trains, made his celebrated reply 
to one critic, The inventor, who probably 
had spent the entire morning refuting 
statements that the air pressure at twenty 
miles an hour would prove too much for 
rs—and that the crops throughout 
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England would be destroyed by the smoke | 
from his engines—was suddenly asked 
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what would happen if a cow were to stray | 


on the railway line. He answered, 
abruptly enough, that it would be bad | 
from the argument in discomfort. The 
little episode took place many years 
before a certain Irish bullock was 
horn, and -George Stephenson might 
not have been so sure of his 
ground if he had been able to 
witness the events which happened at 
Dundalk on Thursday night. A bullock 
escaped from his pen, and for three hours 
and a half he showed that the battle of 
“train versus cow ” need not be quite so! 
uneven as George Stephenson had imagined. 
He opened his campaign by charging 
along the line in so uncompromising a 
manner that all the bystanders were 
aghast, and one of them sought réfuge at 
the top of a signal-post. Then, with a true 
sense of strategy, he consolidated his posi- 
tion, and a message had to be sent to 
Portadown that the bullock was in posses- 
sion, and that the mail train from Belfast 
must be held back. At this stage the 
opposing forces rallied, procured a railway 
engine, and pushed the bullock, by main 
force, back along the line for three miles 
until he reached the station. A fighter to 
the last, he broke loose again, but the 
gesture was hardly necessary ; for already 
he had won a moral victory. He had held 
up the Dublin mail, dislocated traffic for 
several hours, and proved that the cattle 
of to-day are made of far sterner stuff 
than Stephenson’s hypothetical cow. 


Aeroplanes in the Home 


During the past week an aeroplane has 
been performing surprising evolutions on 
Hounslow Heath. It was seen suddenly 
to rise into the air from behind a clump of 
gorse bushes, and: then make a landing 
with equal assurance upon a few square 
feet of clear ground. To the observers it 
was a minor miracle, and to Sefior de la 
Cierva, the autogiro expert, it was the 
fulfilment of a promise which he made 
early last year. Seftor de la Cierva already 
has given to aviation an aeroplane that 
can land in confined spaces ; but this first 
autogiro needed a fairly considerable run 
before it could take-off again. The pilot 
who landed on his own tennis court as a 
thrill for his wife ran the risk of annoying 
her by his inability to take the air with 
the room at his disposal; but this new 
machine makes the tennis court aerodrome 
a perfectly practical proposal. The 
aeroplane is to be marketed shortly in a 
form which should prove attractive to 
those who have £500 to spare and an 
enthusiastic interest in flying; but, with 
its power to take-off vertically, it also is 
going to have a profound effect upon the 
development of civilian aviation. While 
the “ run-about ’’ aeroplane merely was a 
jest, it was thought that the only draw- 
back to the “ aeroplanes for all ” dream 
was the high price of the aeroplanes them- 
selves; but now that the dream steadily 
is becoming reality one or two unimagined 
problems are troubling the private owner. 
As the number of private aeroplanes 
increases, so does the dangerous congestion 
at the airports. In a wide area only one 
landing ground is at the disposal of several 
hundred aircraft, and during fogs the 
chances of collision are frighteningly high. 
With Sefior de la Cierva’s invention, how- 
ever, there need be no concentration of 
machines at recognised landing-places, and 
the congestion is relieved. In, perhaps, 
five more years the aeroplane will “be 
competing on level terms with the motor 
car for the patronage of the public.

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The Ambassador to Spain 


, That Sir Henry Chilton, the British 
Ambassador to Spain, should have been 
at San Sebastian when the revolt broke 
out is not as surprising as some people 
try to make out, since San Sebastian is 
the customary summer residence of the 
British Embassy. As the end of June 
draws near, the whole staff of the Em- 
bassy moves from Madrid to San Sebas- 
tian, leaving only a Consular Officer in 
charge, and remains at San Sebastian 
until September. The reason for the 
change 1s that the summer heat in Madrid 
ts too much for northern Europeans to 
bear. Sir Henry Chilton—though com- 
munication is difficult—has been in touch 
with the Foreign Office here since the 
trouble began. 


Losses to Cabinet Trade 


Complaints are being raised by the 
cabinet making indust:y that the cream 
of the younger skilled men of the industry 
are all being drawn into aeroplane pro- 
duction, and that soon there will be few 
skilled men left to carry on the traditions 
of the craft.

LETTER TO HOME 
SECRETARY 


Mr. Kerstein yesterday read a letter 
which McMahon had addressed to Sir John 
Simon, the Home Secretary. The letter 
read :'— 

‘‘ Simon, I deeply regret the necessity 
of this note, but I cannot contain myself 
any longer. You are the Home Secretary, 
and, consequently, are responsible for acts 
emanating from your headquarters, Hence 
this note. 

‘‘ For some years I have been the victim 
of an organised persecution by your hire- 
lings. I have been tortured for many 
months with unjust imprisonment by 
reason of the fact that I endeavoured un- 
successfully to stop a systematic blackmail 
campaign carried on by certain of your 
subordinates. 

‘‘My greatest desire and ambition has 
ever. been to help my fellow-subjects, 
irrespective of class or c.eed. For some 
years now I have been subjected to intoler- 
able persecution, which has gone so far as 
to prevent me from obtaining adequate 
accommodation, and likewise prevented me 
from obtaining the necessary employment, 
which employment, when I have had same, 
| has been wrested from me by your servants, 
acting under, I presume, your instruc- 
tion. This persecution, despite repeated 
appeals to,the highest authority, yourself 
included, has continued. I deem it my 
bounden duty, as a supposed King’s 
subject, to demand justice. 

“As previous appeals to the King have 
even been unsuccessful, I now demand full 
satisfaction within fourteen hours of a 
cessation of such un-British conduct by 
your servants, also a retraction of the vile 
accusations levelled against me, and, 
further, that you cease to continue pub- 
lishing and prevent such persecution. In 
the event of your failing to do so I will 
exercise my own prerogative, and obtain 
the necessary satisfaction which I in my 
tortured mind consider adequate. This is 
no silly boast. I demand justice, irrespec- 
tive of the consequences.—(Signed) G. A. 
McManon.”
